Making a Magnet. 


The simplest way of magnetizing a 


bar of steel Is that known as "single 
touch." The bar to be magnetized is 
laid on the-table, and the pole of a 
powerful magnet is rubbed from ten to 
twenty tunes along its length, always 
in the same direction. If the north pole 
of the magnet is employed the end of 
the bar first touched will also become 
a north pole, while the opposite end, at 
which the magnetrls lifted before re- 
turning, will be a south pole 


There are other nnd more complicat- 


ed methods, known as '-divided touch" 
and "double touch," in which two and 
even four magnets are employed. 


A steel bar can also be magnetized 


by placing it within a coil of insulated 
wire, through w hich a galvanic current 
is circulating. The magnetism induced 
in this way, however, is weak com- 
pared with that which can be procured 
if the same strength of current is em- 
ployed through the intervention of an 
electromagnet. 


Many William Shakespeare*.

"Jane Shaekspeer, daughter of

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Falling Up Out of • Balloon. 


If a man falls out of a rising aero- 


plane or balloon It will not go toward 
the earth, but will continue rising into 
the air for an appreciable time. If 
the air machine were stopped in Its 
ascent at the time it could catch the 
innn as he came down. Jf the airship 
were ascending at the rate of thlrty- 
two feet a second the man wonld rise 
sixteen feet before beginning to fall 
toward the earth. Thus, by reducing 
the speed of its ascent, the vessel 
might keep by the side of the man and 
rescue him. The reason why the man 
rises is the same as the reason for a 
linllct's rising when shot from a gun 
into the air—both the man and the 
bullet are given a velocity upward, and 
it takes some time for gravity to nega- 
tive that velocity.

CLOTHES OF THE FRENCH 


SOLDIER INSURE WARMTH 


His Dimensions Considerably In- 


creased When He Wears 


Everything Provided. 


Although France is undergoing one 


of the severest winters that has occur- 
red for years, yet her armies from the 
snow buried first line trenches to the 
repose cantonments in the rear are suf- 
fering less from the cold than in either 
of the two preceding winters of the 
war, says Henry Wood in a message 
to the Exchange Telegraph compaii}, 
according to the Pall Mall Gazette. 


Warmth, both internally and e^ter 


nally, is the keynote of France's care 
of her troops. A French soldier, cloth- 
ed in all the garments which the gov- 
ernment provides and requires to be 
worn in winter, has his general dimen- 
sions increased by several inches in 
nearly all directions. 


The first article of clothing which a 


French soldier must now put on, and 
which is absolutely obligatory, is his 
woolen cholera belt. He next dons a 
suit of woolen underwear and is re- 
quired to have at all times with him 
three pairs of woolen socks, so that 
his feet may be kept not only warm, 
but dry. The war has demonstrated 
that it is more dampness than cold 
that produces frozen feet. After the 
woolen underwear comes the shirt, 
then a knitted sweater, followed, of 
course, by the uniform and overcoat. 


Then on top of all this comes the 


sheepskin jacket, which every soldier 
now has, and a woolen neckscarf, steel 
helmet (the latter a sweat producer 
When worn), two pairs of shoes, two 
blankets and a waterproof slicker com- 
plete the clothing phase of keeping the 
poilu warm. 


Hot tea has now been added by the 


French army to the means of warming 
up the soldiers internally. Tea drink- 
ing is more or less of an imported cus- 
tom in France. As France, however, 
washed to be perfectly impartial in bor- 
rowing customs from her allies, she 
took the English tea and added to it 
the Bussian custom of a dash of rum. 
As a rule the soldiers are not any too 
fond of tea, but they argue that it is 
well worth the while to (h-ink Just to 
get the flavor of rum that goes with it 
All are unanimous, however, in declar- 
ing that the combination certainly does 
keep them warm. 


A BELGIAN NATHAN HALE. 


What a Letter Carrier Told Hie Ger- 


man Judge* When Sentenced. 


How a Belgian Nathan Hale met his 


death gloriously is recounted by the 
French newspapers. 
His name was 


Neets, and he was secretary of a group 
of letter carriers who refused to sign 
the German formula of "voluntary" 
service and would not be coerced into 
working for the Germans. He was 
convicted with three other letter car- 
riers of belonging to an espionage or- 
ganization and sentenced to be shot 
The trial took place in the chamber of 
the Belgian senate at Brussels, and it 
Is certain, tie French commenters say, 
that a more noble or touching address 
was never uttered in that historic tem- 
ple of eloquence than that made by the 
humble Xeets to his judges after hear- 
ing his doom pronounced.

Begin With Baby In th» Cradle to 


Train His Disposition. 


A baby becomes horribly spoiled be- 


fore the mother wakes up to the fact 
at all. If the baby yells for something 
he should not have let him yell. It is 
far better that he should have one or 
two prolonged yelling- sessions so that 
he can find out that his yelling will do 
no good rather than that he should 
leani that he can always get his way 
by letting out a few shrieks. , 


It is positively uncanny how the 


youngest babies seem to know whether 
they can impose on you or not. Your 
baby knows perfectly well -whether 
you will yield to him or whether his 
shrieks will do him no good. If it is 
the latter they soon die out; if the for-

TO COMBAT U BOATS 


Engineer Proposes Fleet of Motor 


Driven Wooden Craft to Solve 


Blockade Problem. 


A plan whereby cargo tonnage can be 


created iu this country "faster than 
Germany can sink it" has been devised 
by F. Huntington Clark, a New York 
engineer, according to an announce- 
ment made before a joint session of 
the Automobile Club of America, the 
Aero Club of America and the Motor- 
boat Club of America. 
The building 


of a thousand or more light draft, mo- 
tor driven wooden cargo ships with a 
canticity of about 1.000 tons each and a 
length of ISo feet with SG feet beam 
was advocated by Mr. Clark. He said 
such a fleet would end the German sub- 
marine blockade and abate at the same 
time the stagnation in this country of 
freight that should be moving across 
the sea. 


In a letter to Henry A. "Wise Wood 


Mr. Clark gave the details of his plan. 
The new type of vessel, he said, could 
be built in great numbers, quickly, at 
small cost and by men of little skill. 
Each vessel would be mastless. smoke- 
less and of diminutive size and wduld 
have such low visibility, as compared 
with the great steel ships now afloat, 
that it could be seen by a submarine 
at barely more than a third of the dis- 
tance at which the 10,000 ton steam- 
ship is now detected. 


It was estimated that 1.000,000 tons 


or 1,000 vessels of 1,000 tons each, with 
a speed of 9 knots, could be built at 


cost of S100.000.000 in a year. The 


lame amount of tonnage, with a speed 
of 14 knots, it was said, could be 
built for S150.000.000.
